Public Indignation Against the Lord Mayor's 
Chaplain Intensified—American Catholic 
Dignitaries at Rome—The Coming Limer* 
ick District Election. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 13.—Lord Mayor Fowler 
has not announced as prohibited the Anti-Semitic 
lecture which has been arranged to be delivered 
at the Mansion House this evening by the Rev. 
Dr. Stocker. Despite all the protests and threats 
made against the reverend Hebrew-hater, he 
means to deliver his lecture. The Lord Mayor, 
who had given Dr. Stocker permission to use the 
civic building, found himself becoming odious as 
a supporter of the proclaimed crusade against 
the Hebrews, and desiring to retreat 
from his unenviable position, requested to be 
released trom his promise. Dr. Stocker was dis- 
gusted at what he described as the Lord Mayor’s 
lack of firmness, at once cancelled his engage- 
ments at the Mansion,and straightway sought 
out Lord Shaftesbury and prayed him to grace the 
Hebrew movement with the use of his name as 
promoter. Lord Shaftesbury at once consented, 
and placed Exeter Hall,in the Strand, at Dr. 
Stocker’s disposal, and the lectures are now ad- 
vertised to be given at Exeter Hall, the first to be 
delivered to-night. Lord Shaftesbury has prom- 
ised to preside. 

THE CONDUCT OF LORD SHAFTESBURY 
in thus publicly putting himself at the head of a 
movement so unpopular that the Lord Mayor felt 
compelled to desert it, has intensified the public 
indignation against Dr. Stocker. To-day a great 
petition, signed by prominent Hebrews and Curis- 
tians, was presented to Lord Shaftesbury, asking 
him to abandon the movement and disallow the 
use of Exeter Hall to the doctor, whom the peti- 
tion describes as “‘the prime cause of the persecut- 
ing spirit which has burst forth like a flood 
against God’s ancient people throughout Europe,” 
And it further says that ‘“‘upon his head lies the 
blood of many innocent children of Israel,”’

An Entire Band of Canadian Half-Breeds » 
Taken in by Lieut. Bell. 

ST. PAUL, November 13.—Col. Whistler, com. 
mandingat Fort Buford, Dak., has reported to 
department headquarters that Lieut.

HIS MANY CRIMES. 


A Negro Just Sentenced to Life Imprison- 
ment for Murder—His Confession. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAVANNAH, GA., November 13.—'TIwo negroes 
named Harrison Thomas and Charles Belford 
obtained employment near Apalachicola, Fla., as 
choppers in the lumber camp of Jesse E, Boynton. 
Boynton left the camp fora few days, ana when 
he returned Belford was missing. Thomas pro- 
fessed ignorance as to his whereabouts, but when 
afew weeks ago a Dieached skeleton was dis- 
cuvered ina small pond near thecamp it was 
identified as that of Belford, Thomas’ missing 
companion, Belford confessed that he dealt 
Thomas a blow on the back of the head with an 
axe, nearly cleaving his skull in twain, and then 
hitched a yoke of oxen to the murdered man’s 


bleeding body and dragged him to the 
pond for hiding. ZThetwomen had married sis- 
ters, and Thomas thought that if he killed his 
brother-in-law both womesi would live with him. 
His trial for murder has just been concluded, ana 
resuited in his being sentenced tor life to work in 
the chain-gang. 
THE CONFESSION OF THE MURDEROUS WRETCH 
included other crimes, hitherto concealed, and 
much indignation is felt in the leniency of his 
sentence. When the Ye emg was 12 years of age 
he says his mother left him one day in charge of 
bis younger brother while she went to a neigh 
boring plantation to work. Vexed by the child’s 
persistent erying, Thomas beat out its brains 
with a billet of wooed, and cremated the body in 
an open fire-place on a pile of ae logs. When 
his mother returned and inquired alter the child 
the young murderer pointed to the sickened and 
oderiferous oy in the fire-piace, and gaia, 
“There is the d— He bothered me, 
and I killed him andthrew him intothe fire.” 
The mether fainted, but pareutal love saved the 
criminal by her hiding the crime. 

In 1871 thomas assaulted a mulatto girl of 14 


years, aud . 

AFTER CUTTING HER THROAT 
with a large-biaded pocket-Knife buried her bod 
in the woods, where it remained secreted un 
two years later, when some woodmen came across 
the mound, and on digging it up found the girl’s 
crumbling remains. lu 1873, ag killed Enoch 
Damson, another colored man, witha knife, and 
narrowly escaped hanging for the crime. He was 
arrested and tried, but through the shrewdness 
of his lawyer was acguitted by a jury, —— of 
whom were negroes iufluenced by race prejudice. 
In 1878, he ptaenes off a man’s arm, and th 
the victim is still living, Thomas escaped pun 
ment. For the murder of Beiford the completion 
ot his sentence is rather doubtful, as a visit from 
Judge Lynch would not be surprising, in view of 
the unfavorable comments made on the sentence.

COMING TO MISSOORI. 


Barbed Wire Factories from Illinois to be 
Removed Here. 

Atelegram from Joliet, Ill, announces that 
the manufacturers of barb-wire fences in that 
place are about to close their factories there and 
move into Missouri. The reason assigned is that 
the late decision of Judge Treatof the Federal 
Court for this district, declaring the Washburn 
patents to be invalid, offers special inducements 
to the manufacturers of barb-wire to locate their 
factories within the jurisdiction of 
his court. They will then be free 
from interference of any  Kkind, and 


will escape the payment of the heavy royal- 
ties they are now compelled to pay Washburn, 
Moen & Co. Judges Drummond anda Biodgett, of 
the Illinois Feaeral Court, have uphela the valid- 
ity of the patents that Washburn & Co. control, 
Lence, so long as they continue to manufacture io 
that district they are subject to their contracts, 
| Such an exodus on the part of the barb-wire man- 
ufacturers of Joliet would have a depressing ef- 
fect on one of its’ principal indus- 
tries. The names of the firms 
employedin this business in Joliet are: The 
Lambert Bishop Wire Fence Company, Ww. J. 
Adam, Ashiey Wire Company, Schaeffer & Van 
Fleet, Kleinfelder & Dilman; Kraff, Gross & Co,, 
J. . Watkins Barb-Fence Company and the 
Lock Stitch Fence Company. These factories 
employ about 1,000 men, and represent a large 
amount of capital. Chicago, DeKalb and Joliet 
are the three largest markets for barb-wire 
fences in the West. The factory of J. L. Elwood 
at DeKalb is the largest of these concerns, Wasb- 
burn himself having an interest in it. 

There are about twenty manufactories in all in 
the State of Illinois, and the removal of most of 
them into this State, would be a matter of no 
small importance. The dealers tn St. Louis claim, 
however, that the market is already overstocked 
with the wire fencing, and that it would pot pay 
any new factories tostart here. Whatever may 
be the final outcome of the affair, it seems certain 
that Washburn will not be ablein the future to 
obtain anything like so large a rovalty on his 
putents as he bas in the past. A pooling arrange- 
ment of the Lilinois and Missouri factories with 
Washburn is liable to be the ultimatum of the 


present complications.

Mr. Wm. Patrick, the Attorney, Mentally 
AMlicted—LAittic Hope of His Recovery. 

The numerous triends of Mr. Ww. Patrick, the 
attorney, will be much grieved to hear that he is 
in the city, in a very weak state of health. For 
the past five weeks he has been a patientin Bt.

Finishing of the Plumbing and Gas Work— 
The Piping.

The Reception to John McCullough Last 
Night—The Speechmaking— Local Thea- 


ters—Stage Notes. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 13.—Patti will sing to- 
night, and don’t you forget it,” was what Col. Ma- 
pleson said yesterday morning to the Post-DiIs- 
PATOH correspondent. “The story that sbe will 
not sing to-night in ‘Traviata’ is all infernal rot, 
and you can say so, if you please.” 

The reporter had visited the Colonel to ascer- 
tain if the rumor which was flying about town as 
early as 1¢ o’clock inthe morning that Patti was 
dissatisfied with her engagement was or was not 


true. 

“The whole thing is ridiculously absurd,” said 
the Colonel. “To answer such rubbish is paying 
its author too great a compliment, but I will say 
that Patti has been paid in advance for the entire 
season, and if she leaves me it will cost her $100,- 
000. She’ will hardly pay that price, I think.” 
He then pounded his fist, emphatically, upon the 
desk, buitonéa his coat over his abdomen, puffed 
out both bis ruddy cheeks, slammed his hat on 
Ms head, and went up Irving place like a major- 


domo. 

WITH THESE OFFICIAL ASSURANCES 
the reporter concluded that there was nothing in 
the story, and that from all the evidence that in- 
telligent human beings could extract from an im- 
yressario, Patti would vositively sing in “La 
Traviata.”

His appeal to the gods, at the shattering of Tar- 
quin’s statue: the terrible curse and denunciation 
of Sextus and the stormy scenes of the revolt, 
when ne throws aside the mask of the buffoon and 
asserts himself as a great leaderand the worthy 
descendant of a great line, were magnificent not 
ouly in action butin grand declamatory power, 
and aroused the audience to the most intense en- 
thusiasm. Thepart is one of very strong and 
vivid contrasts and the occasion was one which 
urged the star to his very finest efforts. He was 
constantly recalied before the curtain, apd when 
the climax of the tragedy was reached 
the enthusiasm rose to the highest 
pitch. It was in all a glorious night for the legit:- 
mate, and one that promised great things tor the 
future in spite of the frequent wailings and jere- 
miads over the deciine of the drama, 

His support was mosi satisfactory in all re- 
spects. E. K. Collier, a strong and powerful

esting Titus, and Mark M. Price gave a subtle and 
well considered rendition of the thankless pari of 
Sextus. The Valerius of Harry Langdon is well 
known, and was as strong and well defined a fic- 
ure as ever. Frank Little as the cynical Aruns 
was very clever, and Barton Shewell and the other 
geutiemen did remarkably well in the minor 
roles. Mrs. Augusta Foster was very fine in the 
stormy scenes whici fail to Tullia, and received a 
storm of applause in the last act. Miss Eva 
Sothern made a good impression as Tar- 
quinia; Miss Viola Allen wWas ciaste and 
lovely asavas becoming to Lucretia and Mrs.
